DEALING WITH A BAD SITUATION 


We were glad to see the action taken to oust the 


member of the Public Utilities Commission whom it was 
found owned ten thousand dollars worth of stock in the 
Cities Service Company. The Public Utilities Conimiss 
sion in theory was supposed to be a state court that 
would pass upon the equity in any case arising between 
-a public service corporation and the people of any lo- 
cality. 


The ownership of stock in any corporation affect- 


ed by a decision of the Public Utilities Commission is 
cause for the elimination of a man as a member of the i /•: 
Utilities Commission. Attorney General Crabbe ruled 
that ownership of stock in the Cities Service Company 
would not disbar the holder from his right to continue 
on the PubKc Utlities Commission. The reason for this 
conclusion was according to the attorney general that 
the Cities Service Company was a holding company, 
owning the stock of the other Public Service* Corpora- 
tions. 


We do not see how the attorney general could ar- 


rive at this conclusion, or how any supreme court 
could arrive at any conclusion. Imagine for a moment. 
Suppose there are five utility companies and the hold- 
ing of stock in any one of them would disbar a man ac- 
cording to the law from the Utilities Commission, but 
if he owned stock in a company which in turn owns all 
five of the companies, this would not disbar birn. It is 
to laugh! 


Governor Donahey directed the attorney general to 


bring suit to oust Mr. Poor as a member of the Utili- 
ties Commission and we believe that he was legally 
right, we are certain that he was morally right, and we 
are perfectly amazed that a man who claims to reason 
and conscience would maintain his right to sit as a 
judge in a case when he financially would be affected by 
the result of his own rulings. It is not permitted in a 
city council, it is not permitted in any other court, and 
it should not be permitted in the Public UtMties Com- 
mission. Of course, it is not known whether he holds 
any other stock or whether any other member of the 
Utilities Commission owns stock. This would never 
have been discovered, if it had not been discovered in a 
collateral proceedings, where it appeared Mr. Poor had 
to protect his rights. We do not know and we would 
not say that his holdings have affected his judgment. 
He alone could tell this, and we presume it is possible 
for a man even under such circumstances to not realize 
the causes that lead to the decisions that he makes, but 
it certainly is true that the Public Utilities Commission 
resolves almost every doubt in favor of the utility and 
against the municipal corporations.
